"I have just heard of a severe attack 
made on the rear-guard of Col. B en­ 
son’s column when about tw enty miles 
northw est of Bethel, near Brukenla- 
gate, during a thick mist. 
"The strength of 
the enemy is re­ 
ported to have been a thousand. 
They 
rushed two guns with the rear-guard, 
but it is uncertain whether they were 
able to remove them. 
"I fear our casualties were 
heavy. 
Col. Benson was wounded, but not se­ 


verely. 
A relieving column will reach 
him this morning.” 
L ater Lord Kitchener telegraphed aa 
follows:

"Col. Barter, who m arched from the 
constabulary line 
yesterday 
reported 
Benson’s column early

In Benson the service loses 
a most gallant and capable officer who 
invariably led his column with marked 
success and judgment. 
"The fighting was at very close q u ar­ 
ters and maintained with great deter­ 
mination by both sides. 
The enemy 
suffered heavily, but I have not yet re ­ 
ceived a reliable estimate. 
"The Boers retired east."

FIRES CAUSED BY NAILS. 
Probably tile old-fashioned null has 
caused more fires In the big establish­ 
ments where machinery 
is 
used 
in 
m any and complicated ways than any 
other little thing in existence. 
The 
only thing needed is for it to come in 
contact with some other hard material 
with sufficient force to cause a spark 
and heat generation. 
Nulls have real­ 
ly produced a heavy per cent, of the 
cotton fires of the country. 
During 
recent >eurs, on account of steps taken 
by the owners und conductors of the 
larger cotton and byproduct plants at 
the Instance of insurance men, the nail 
has not been such u prolific producer 
of fires. 
A way has been found, for instance, 
in cotton gins, cotton mills and 
in 
plants where 
cottonseed 
are 
put 
through manufacturing 
processes, 
of 
extracting nails and other weighty and 
flinty substances that m ay find lodg­ 
ment In these inflammable products. 
Gravity Is the natural force used. Nails 
and rocks and m aterials of this kind 
are heavier than cotton and Its by­ 
products and they have a tendency to 
force their way to toe bottom of the 
heap. 
By allowing these products to 
pass over a rolling belt 
arrangem ent 
these heavier materials 
filter toward 
the bottom und are finally extracted so 
that when the cotton or the 
cotton­ 
seed pusses through the grind In 
the 
various manufacturing processes there 
is but little danger from tire so far us 
these t hi usa are concerned.

LONDON, 
Nov. 2.—The first official 
statem en t 
of anv 
kind m ade 
for u 
m onth in relation to the N icaragua 
canal has 
been obtained by the As­ 
sociated Press. This confirms the fact 
th a t Lord 
Pauncefote, when he lands 
In New York today, 
will have with 
him the draft of a new treaty, abrogat­ 
ing 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, which 
is in every particular satisfactory 
to 
Lord Salisbury’s cabinet. 
Since a representative of the Asso­ 
ciated Press interviewed Lord Paunce­ 
fote in 
London not 
a word officially 
authorized 
has been 
given out here 
with reference to the canal. The edi­ 
torial comments which have 
appear­ 
ed in England have been based entirely 
upon 
despatches 
from 
the 
United 
States. This Is explained by the r a th ­ 
er astonishing announcem ent that all 
negotiations up to the present day have 
been entirely unofficial from a strictly 
diplomatic point of view and that 
on 
pourparlers only, 
depend the 
hopes, 
generally 
shared, for 
a successful 
bridging over the diplomatic difficulty. 
These pourparlers, however, have been 
particularly searching. 
Tile 
state departm ent 
does not re­ 
quire to sue a copy 
of the im portant 
document Lord Pauncefote carries in 
order to learn its terms, though official­ 
ly 
negotiations 
will 
only commence 
when the am bassador 
reaches W ash ­ 
ington. 
Until that time the terms of 
the new 
convention 
are 
withheld. 
Though 
It is adm itted Great 
Britain 
has agreed to put the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty to one side and to acquiesce in 
the construction of the canal by' and 
under the control of the United States, 
this concession from Lord Lansdowne^ 
original contention has not l»een g ran t­ 
ed 
without some real or fancied ad ­ 
vantage to Great Britain. 
It would 
not be fair to say that a quid pro quo 
constituted 
the main 
feature of the 
protracted 
pou’*’'',rlers, 
but th a t 
it 
Avill directly or indirectly result is firm­ 
ly established in 
the minds of the 
members of the cabinet. 
One of the most responsible officials 
connected with these and earlier nego­ 
tiations said: 
We never really objected 
to 
the 


spirit th a t Lord Landsdowne couched 
his reply to the senate's rejection of 
the last H ay -Pauncefote treaty. 
It 
was not what you wanted to do, but 
the nasty way you said it, that was tin 
chief reason for our opposition. 
Since 
then ive have been approached in a r a ­ 
tional, 
polite 
m anner and 
we have 
again endeavored 
to 
substitute tho 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty with 
u 
treaty 
that 
aa ill enable A m erica to cart y out 
a design which, iii a broad sense will 
doubtless benefit the whole world.” 
The mollification of the foreign o f ­ 
fice h a s doubtless done more than an y ­ 
thing else t o secure the assent of the 
British government to 
a new treaty. 
But almost iii the sam e breath must 
be mentioned the state 
departm ent's 
willingness to agree to reciprocal a r ­ 
rangem ents regarding the British West 
Indies and other 
British possessions.
